MAKE POSTOFFICE
PRIVATE CONCERN.

Chiengo Man Sobmits the Remarka-
ble Proposal to Take Entire Pos-
tnl Service Out of the Govern.
ment's Hands.

Washington Times.

To turn over the postal service of
the United Btates to a ]J_rivate corpora-
;iém under strict publie control I8 the

markable propoeal wade to the Pos-
tal Commission todn,g.

W. D. Boyce, of Chicago, publisher,
man of big affairs and several times a
millionalire, made the proposition, on
bebglf of himself and associates,
whom he did not name, to take over
the postoffice business and run it on
e pepoual inaind b

e pro peludes agreement im-
mediately to cut posta, e%s in half,

There could be no deficit under such

an arrangement for the government to

meet, becavse the corporation would
bave to make ends meet.

Mr. Boyce wants the pnstal corpora-
tion under a postal commission which
shall be the regulating and supervis-
Inﬁagoncy of the government.

e proposes to pay Uncle Ram ren.
tal for all postoffice quarters occupied
in public buildings, and over against
this he designs to c'hlme the govern-
ment regular rates for all services per-
formed for it. These government ser-
vices he now estimates at $25,000,000
annual]g. At half the present rates
this would be cut to $12,500,000.

Applying business methods to post-
office affairs would result in jmmense
economies in trapsportation. Mr.
Boyce figures that the expenditure for
railroad baulage would be cut from
$50,000,000 to about one-half that sum.

CUT OUT ALL SINECURES.

He calculates likewise that orna-
mental or political sinecures would be
eliminated. The ‘‘political postmas-
ter” would get short shrift, and the
deputy who does the work would be
the responsible man.

Mr. Boyce's proposition, he insists,
is made in the utmoet good faith. Cer-
tain it is that it affords a most effective
talking Eoint. from whick to point out
the weakness of present postal man-
sgement. Direct comparison of the
present postoffice organization with
methods commonly prevailiog in pri-
vate bueiness and in great public ser-
vice corporations is eoneidered by the
publishers the most e¢ffective method
of demonstrating the uoreason of re-
gtrictions which the department ie dis-

to impose upon them. Mr.

oyce's proposition may have its **hole

in the sRimmer,” but its author doesn’t

think so. He says good management

will make the business pay at half of
present rates.

“All T want is to get myerelf and my
proposition taken seriously,”’ he de-
clared. ' After that it will be eaay, for
the public wants lower post rates. I
am not 8 man to be making a bluff at
a thing like this ; 1 bave too many in-
terests that could be seriously injured
by such a course. The backing is
ready to form a corporation and take
over the postal service on the terms I
have outlined.

TO HAVE RURAL POBTAL EXPRESS.

“Of course, we would propose to de-
velop the business, as nndy rivate bus.
iness management woul dp For in-
stance, we have a plan of rural postal
express, by which rural oarrlers would
receive and doliver goods on their
rountes, mrr'vring the packages outside
the mail. This would not extend off
the given route. It would make every
country store & mail-order house, and
would bring an immense measure of
support to the plan from the very peo-

le who are afrald of the paroels post
est it should kill the country mer-
ohant,”

‘‘But doesn’t your plan include any
recognition of the parcels post, or
some provision for it "

“No, that's too unpopular,” replied
Mr. Boyce, ‘‘Mayhbe it will come some
day, but we don’t want to assume re-
spoosibility for it now. If Congress
ever wanted it, to introduoe it under
our system would be simple.”

“And you haven't filgured on the
possibility of the postal savings bank
attachment to the service?"

“No, that hasn't been taken up.
The service can be developed and ex-

anded in its functions just ae fast as
Eongraea wants, under our system as
well as under any other. We would
want to make it earn more revenues;
we would make the rural delivery a

money-earning end of the service, in-

stead of an elxl])enu a8 now, and we

"“You know that the Postoffice

partment doesn’t own postoffice build-

ings, do you not? Those are built by

the Treasury Department and owned

by it. The immense cost of rental of

space in them for postal purposes is not
oﬂarged to the postal revenues. Well,
we propose to pay rental. Wegmpole
regulations that will develop the pusi-
pess; that’s how we will make the
profit.
